LOCATION 


The Office and Nursery are % mile south of Castleton, om Road 100, which is 
approximately 8 miles northeast of Indianapolis. 


To reach us by motor from Indianapolis, take Fall Creek Boulevard, North 
Drive, at the Intersection of Road 37 and Keystone Avenue; proceed to Millersville 
and continue on the Boulevard to one mile beyond broadcasting station to intersection 
with Shadeland Road or State Road 100, turn left on Shadeland Road and continue 
1%2 miles to Hillsdale Nurseries. 


A second route is to drive out on the Noblesville Road which is now Road 37 
to Allisonville, turn right, (that is, east) on 82nd Street, which is State Road 100 
junction at Allisonville and proceed 14% miles to Castleton to Hillsdale Nurseries; or 
take any through street north of Indianapolis to Road 100, turn east on road 100 to 
Nursery. East section of Indianapolis take any through street to Road 100 east and 
follow Road 100 north to Nursery. 


For your convenience, we are operating a second sales ground from our Branch 
Nursery, which is located on the Noblesville Road No. 37, just north of Forty-Sixth 
Street. Here you will find personnel and equipment capable of filling small retail orders 
quickly and efficiently.
